TELLS OF PLA NT LIFE 

IqatnMtlv* Ri Mr >-»•* Bw>l„, 

At N.tur.l Hirtory aocwty Ry 
J. R. Aadersen.

The paper of the evening at the 
meeting of the Natural History So¬ 
ciety last evening was that read by 
James R- Anderson, on "Plant Llfe/1 
this being Illustrated b:* lantern slides 
prepared by the author and Harold 
.Nation. The various c lisse a of plants 
were described, and s imethlng about 
th«lr ordinary Ufa and reproduction 
told. *. 

Among the Interesting statements 
was that with relation to a sunflower., 
which, the speaker said, exhaled water. 
A sunflower *«'»# height of a man gave I 
off a quart of water a day, or 35.000 
gallons from an acre per year. This 
process takes place through the leaves, 
and In order to avert this drying-out 
process desert plants are not provide 1 
With leave*. As Instances of the dif¬ 
ference between the modification* of 
plant life to climatic conditions tbe 
writer quoted the skunk cobbar*. 
growing In a marsh, with th# cactus 
of the desert, whose green surface was 
Ita bark. Another Interesting point 
had reference of fertilisation. W|pd- 
fertlllsed plants had many Inconspicu¬ 
ous flowers; Insect-fertilised plants 
bad fewer flowers, but they were con¬ 
spicuous. Th© seeds rf some plants 
carried by wind were provided with 
little sails to bear them long distances 
—thistle down, seeds of firs and pines, 
etc. Rome plants like the broom hod 
seed pods which burst with such force 
that they threw the seeds wldel » In all 
directions, and this was one -eason 
why broom had such a tendency to 
spread. Its power to do so was shown 
by the fact that It was first brought to 
this country by a Mr. Muir, who lived 
at 8ooke. To-day It was to be seen In 
every part of the peninsula and far up 
the Island. Other plants have cunning 
seeds A certain wild oat Is pro¬ 
vided with bristles, so that when the 
seed found Itself In damp ground theoe 
swelled, up and screwed tl\e seed Into 
the ground. Others by their barbs 
seised on dogs, men. and nnlmato of all 
sorts, and were dlsaemlnated. The 
Canada thistle had 3.600 seeds; the 
shepherd's purse, 50,000; hence .heir 
genius for spreading. 

The slides shown were of great In¬ 
terest. and Included one of a ripe pod 
of the leaser fire-weed Just opened, 
with Its valves curving gracefully 
outward, and fringed with the light 
hairs which acted as sails for the 
seeds. 

Mr. Anderson gave no support to 
the Idea that wheat from the hands of 
Egyptian mummies had ever germin¬ 
ated. although K. A. Wallace, who 
moved a vote of hearty thanks to the 
speaker, said he had seen a vetch 
grown from a seed found with a mum¬ 
my. Dr. Tomalln told of a prehistoric 
Bugloes six feet In height, grown In 
Northamptonshire from black earth 
covered over by limestone and exposed 
In making a railway. It was so strange 
and so unusually tall that It was sug¬ 
gested It had grown In the garden of 
the giant killed by the fjunous Jack 
the Giant Killer. Mrs. Mclllree show- 
ed a aeries of beautiful shells from 
California, with blisters caused by 
barnacles which had clung to them.
